As an example where a 
variety is listed at 2 for 12c, 3 for 15c, etc., do not order 1 at a lower 
price. Ten bulbs at 8 times the single price. 25 bulbs at 18 times the 
single price. 

All retail orders amounting to $3.00 or over will be sent prepaid 
to any point in U. S. On orders of less than $3.00, please add 35c extra 
for postage and packing. Each order must be accompanied by remit- 
tance in full, or a 25% deposit, the balance C.O.D. 

If you wish to order part from the retail list and part from the 
quantity list, we will send the order transportation collect and will in- 
clude extras or over-count to make up for the transportation on the 
_ retail items. 

All orders received subject to prior sale. We recommend that you 
order early to avoid disappointment in case we run out of a variety. 

We add extras to each order, the amount and varieties vary with 
the size of the order. It will help us if you will suggest varieties you 
would like to try.

Bulb Sizes 


We offer bulbs in three sizes: Large size is from 1% inches in 
diameter, medium size from %4 to 1%” in diameter, small size % to % 
inches in diameter. For top performance the large size bulb is best. 
Medium size bulbs will give good blooms, but will be smaller and bloom 
a little later in the season. Small size bulbs will generally bloom, but 
spikes will be noticeably smaller. They will make large bulbs for next

Bulblets are hard shelled cormels which are found at base of bulb 
when dug. They are recommended to experienced growers who want 
to get an inexpensive start of a variety, often they are difficult to ger- 
minate so we do not guarantee them to grow. Packages of bulblets 
will run from 50 upward.

_ Key to Descriptions 


First is the name of the variety, then in parenthesis the size and 
color class figures (see Classification Key below). 


Following this is the name of the originator and the year in which 
the variety was first available to American purchasers. 


The figures in the last parenthesis denote the number of growing 
days required from planting to date of blooming for large bulbs. 


Because of soil conditions, climate, etc., this will vary consider- 
ably. However, the blooming dates will give some idea of what to expect 
from a variety. 


Classification Key 


The number after the name of the variety denotes the classification 
number as they are classified in our gladiolus shows at the present time. 
They are classified in five sizes as follows:

For instance Abu Hassan is the first variety described, whose num- 
ber is 378. The 300 means it has a floret size from 344” through 43%” 
and the 78 designates it as a deep violet. Hence the numbers right 
after the name tell the story of the size and color of the individual 
florets as grown under field conditions from large bulbs.

SELECTING VARIETIES 


We believe each variety listed in our catalog is worthwhile and 
merits your consideration. You may or may not like a variety depend- 
ing upon your personal tastes and the use you make of the flowers. 
Soil, climatic conditions, etc., will also cause varieties to vary in per- 
formance. This may make it necessary to try and discard varieties not 
suited to your conditions. 


Cutflower growers selling blooms to florists need to grow a large 
proportion of whites and pinks. Lavender, yellow, and red are colors 
that follow in demand. The florists usually do not care for too many 
of the dark colors. If you are growing blooms for roadside stands or 
home decorations the darker colors such as blue and smokies sell well. 


Price is not necessarily an indication of the merits of a variety. 
Newer kinds must be higher in price because of scarcity of stock. We 
do advise cutflower growers to get a start in some of the newer kinds 
such as Evangeline. While the price may be too high to make out on 
cutflowers in the first year or two, your criginal investment will pay 
handsome dividends by enabling you to work up a stock ahead of your 
competitor and will pay off in premium. prices for blooms over a period 
of years.

INTRODUCTIONS 
for 1952 


RUTH LORENE (410) Fuller ‘52 (80) 


A sport found in Spotlight by my wife and named 
for her. It is a clear unmarked medium deep yellow, 
the color appearing slightly lighter than Spotlight due 
to the absence of any red in the throat. We have found 
a few reverts back to Spotlight and spikes in which only 
a part of the blotch reverted back. 

Florets open wider and it holds more open than 
Spotlight. Stamens occasionally change over into small 
petals in floret center. This trait is more pronounced 
under exhibition culture. All other habits including 
health, vigor and propagation appear the same as Spot- 
light. Like Spotlight it should find wide ‘acceptance as 
an outstanding cutflower. 

Tall spikes at Valleevue Test Gardens had 10 open 
on 22 bud spikes and rated 89AA. 

It was a seedling class first at the Ohio (Worthing- 
ton) and West Virginia show. A spike grown by Tom 
Manley with 10 open rated A— and topped the 400 seed- 
ling class at The Binghamton International Show.
